telephone outages across much 
of the area. Major damage, 
however, appeared.to be limit- 
ed. 


The probability of considera- 


ble erosion damage along Lake 
Michigan's shoreline was high, 
but there were no immediate 
reports of lakefront damage 


from the'Smashing waves. The 
coast guard station at St. Joseph 
reported waves from 16 to 22 
feet pounded the shoreline and 
that further out on the lake the 
southwesterly gale was throw- 
ing waves up 22 to 28 feet high. 


The windstorm, accompanied 


by-light rain and some lightning 
early this morning, blew away 
temperatures that had touched 
into the low 70's over the 
weekend. Herbert Teichman, 


weather observer near Eau 
Claire, said temperatures have 
reached 70 at least half of the 
(lays so far in November. 


The National Weather Service 


suggested that the extended 
warm weather might be ending. 
It predicted a high in the low 
50's today. Two to four inches of 
snow are forecast in Michigan's 
Upper Peninsula late today or 
tonight. 


A small steeple was blown off

Scarls told police the loot 


included a homemade metal 
cylinder, containing at least 
$20,000, mostly in $20 bills. Also 
reix>rted stolen were a jar con- 
taining about $30 in quarters 
and a .32 caliber pistol. 


For the past 12 years, Scarls, 


61, has been employed by the 
Benton Harbor public works 
department. He is familiar to 
downtowners for the ancient 
handcart 
he pushes 
while 


spearing debris from sidewalks 
and alleys. Jn 1970, Scarls was 
plwtographcd by this ncwsaper 
as several merchants presented 
him with gifts as a token of 
appreciation for a job well done. 


Scarls told a newsman the 


$20,000 was not his life savings, 
because he keeps more in the 
bank. He said the $20,000 was 
saved over many years, mainly 
during times he worked for 
Clark Equipment Co. and 
Kaywood Corp. 


Scarls told police he dis- 


covered the theft upon returning

F>w can think of much else to 
be said for him, however, and so 
in the month since the Pennsyl­ 
vania governor announced his 
candidacy for the D(‘inocratic 
nomination he has received no 
gn'ater attention than that of a 
.Midwestern 
editorial 
that 
lamented “the arrival of still 
another obscure figure in the 
arithmetic mess that gives sta­ 
tistical assurance that our next 
}Yt*sident will be no better than 
our last.” 
The comment and the neglect 
are harsh but indicative of the 
continuing apathy towards vir­ 
tually all of the officially regis­ 
tered presidential aspirants, an 
apathy that manifests itself in 
negativism. 
Undeniably, the Shapp can­ 
didacy has alx)ut it the stuff of 
easy ridicule. The governor 
himself is, acc’ording to one of 
his ('abinet members, “not the* 
most charism atic man in the 
v\(>rld.” A self-made mogul who 
us(‘d a S500 bankroll to found a 
$50 million cable television en­ 
terprise. Shapp is an indifferent 
speaker and run of the mill 
campaigner whom many feel is 
now too old (fi3) to suddenly en­ 
tertain presidential thoughts. 
Then. 1(ki, there is the Shapp 
campaign itself, essentially n(* 
more llian a dozen em ployes 
working out of an elongated 
second floor office in downtown 
Harrisburg. “ People who run 
for mayor have b(*tter facilities 
than that.” sniffs a skeptic, and 
there is considerable suspicion 
that 12 aides do not a President 
elect.

MANCHESTER, Mich. (AP) 


— John B.fSwainson, onetime 
gin or nor, lieutenant governor 
and state Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, has-joined the ranks of 
Michigan's unemployed. 


Swainsoh stepped down from 


the high court last week five 
Jays after he was convicted of 
lying three times to a federal 
grand jury. He says his only 
source of income now is the 
•pension he gets for the loss of 
his legs in World War n. 


Swainson, who is appealing 


his conviction, said Saturday he 
is certain: his name will be 
cleared eventually. 


"I am absolutely! confident 


:lhat I will be 
vindicated, 


Decause I am innocent," he told 
reporters Saturday at an infor- 
mal news conference at his 
•farm home. 


Swainson said he had no plans 


!for the immediate future, and 
declined 
to 
comment 


specifically when asked whether 
he might seek the vacancy to be 
Jcft next year by retiring U.S. 


- :Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich. He 


dubbed such talk "specula- 
tion."

The ex-governor 
said he 


resigned from his position on 
the court because a 1955 stale 
law stipulates no justice can 
serve on the court if he has been 
convicted of a crime which calls 
for a possible prison sentence. 


An attorney general's opinion 


observed, "an innocent man 
who is unjustly convicted of a 
felony is doubly unfortunate. 


"But thai he may ultimately 


succeed in establishing his in- 
nocence does not entitle him in 
the meantime to hold on to a 
public office;" 


Swainson was convicted of ly- 


ing lo a grand jury which was 
investigating charges that he 
was involved in a $30,000 
bribery conspiracy aimed at 
getting a new trial for a con- 
victed burglar, John Whalen. 


He was acquitted of in- 


volvement in the alleged cons- 
piracy, but convicled for per- 
jury. Swainson claims he was 
misled by the grand jury's 
questions, He could be sen- 
tenced to five years imprison- 
ment and a $2,000 fine on each of 
three perjury counts. 


A fellow defendant, former 


bail bondsman Harvey Wish, 
was convicted of a conspiracy 
charge. 


Meanwhile, a former member 


of the state Supreme Court said 
he believes a reversal of the 
perjury conviction is a cer- 
tainty. 


The onetime justice, Eugene 


F. Black, said he believes 
Swainson was "railroaded in a 
savage way" by the federal 
prosecutor and the federal 
judge in the trial. 


Black, a 16-year veteran of the 


court before retiring in 1972, 
said he feels that a reversal of 
the conviction is "absolutely 
inevitable," 
He would not 


elaborate on the "railroading" 
charge. 


However, Black reportedly 


was upset when the Swainson 
jury was given FBI Iranscripls 
of lapc recordings which were 
wrilten withoul any inpul from 
Swainson's defense attorney. 


Gqv. William Millikcn and a 


number of Supreme Court jus- 
tices said Saturday they feel 
Swainson's resignation was in 
the best public interesl.

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Swainson 
Says He’ll 
Be Qeared

MANCHESTER. Mich. (AP) 
— John B. Swainson, onetime 
governor, lieutenant governor 
and state Supreme Court ju s­ 
tice, has joined the ranks of 
Michigan’s unemployed. 
Swainson steppt*d douTi from 
the high court last week five 
days after he was a)n\icted of 
lying three tim es to a federal 
grand jury. He says his only 
source of income now is the 
pt'nsion he gets for the loss of 
his legs in World War II. 
Swainson. who is appt'aling 
his conviction, said Saturday he 
is certain his nam e will be 
cleared eventually. 
“ I am absolutely confident 
that 
I 
will 
be 
vindicated, 
because I am innocent,” he told 
reporters Saturday at an infor­ 
mal news conference at his 
farm hi>me. 
Swainson said he had no plans 
for the im m eiliate future, and 
declined 
to 
com ment 
spet'ifically when asked whether 
he might seek the vacancy to be 
left next year by retiring U.S. 
Sen. Philip H art. D-Mich. He 
dubbed such talk “ specula­ 
tion.” 
The 
ex-governor 
said 
he 
resigned from his position on 
the court because a 1955 state 
law stipulates no justice can 
s e n e on the ctHjrt if he has been 
c*on\icted of a crim e which calls 
for a possible prison sentencie. 
An attonK*y g(‘nerars opinion 
ol)served, “ an innocent man 
who is unjustly convicttnl of a 
felony is doubly unfortunate. 
“ But that h(‘ may ultim ately 
succeed in establishing his in- 
noc-ence does not entitle him in 
the m eantim e to hold on to a 
ptiblic office.” 
Swainson was convicted of ly­ 
ing to a grand jury which was 
investigating charges that he

He

jury. Swainson claim s he was 
m isled by the grand ju ry ’s 
questions. He could be sen- 
tenctKl to five years im prison­ 
ment and a $2,W>0 fine on each of 
three perjury counts. 
A fellow defendant, form er 
bail bondsman Harvey Wish, 
was convicted of a c-onspiracy 
charge. 
Meanwhile, a former member 
of the state Supreme Court said 
he believes a reversal of the 
perjury c*onviction is a cer­ 
tainty. 
The onetime justice, Eugene 
F. 
Black, said he believes 
Swainson wiis “ railroaded in a 
savage way” by the federal 
prosecutor and 
the 
federal 
judge in the trial. 
Black, a Ift-year veteran of the 
court before retiring in 1972, 
said he fwls that a reversal of 
the conviction is “ absolutely 
inevitable,” 
He 
would 
not 
elaborate on the “ railroading” 
charge. 
However, Black reportedly 
was upset when the Swainson 
jury was given FBI transcripts 
of tape recordings which were 
written without any input from 
Swainson’s defense attorney. 
fJov. William Milliken and a 
num ber of Supreme Court jus­ 
tices said Saturday they feel 
Swainson’s resignation was in 
the best public interest.

It was of more than 
passing interest to me. since my old man was the announcer on several of the shows 
nicntioned in the l>ook. But for casual readers, it’s a fact-packed bit of Americana, a 
treasure tru\e for those old enough to rememlx>r the glory days of network radio, and at 
the least a bonanza for trivia freaks. F'or example, not many know the lead characters in 
a drama called “Cloak and Dagger” were the Hungarian Giant and Impy the Midget. No, 
sir. Or that the announcer in a soap commercial said “ Lifebuoy really stops ...” just as a 
Ibgliorn uent 'B<*i*t‘eeet'ohhhhhhhhhh.’ or that Ginger Grey sang: “ 1 really go for a man who 
wears an Adam Hat!” Or that NBC’s “Chamber Music Society of Lower Basin Street” show 
featunxl an obscure singer name of Dinah Shore. Or that a private eye series, “ Pat Novak, 
F'or Hire," starred someone calk'd Jack Webb.

psilocybin contained in the 
Psilocybc Mexieana mushroom. 


Donald Goelz, former head of 


the Oregon Mycolpgical Society, 
said the mushrooms definitely 
'are Psilocybc.

mushroom, which is why they 
look for. them in the pastures," 
lie said.

"If you eat 30 or ,40 of them 


you start to sec colors and all 
sorts of things like that,".he 
said.

(AP) - 
Hundreds of piHiple in search of 
a free, legal “high” are scru- 
tini/iRg cow manure in western 
Oregon pastures for small, 
brown mushrooms that will 
provide it for them. 
The hallucinogenic results of 
eating the fungus are said to 
resemble 
those 
of 
a 
hallucinogenic compound calk'd 
psilocybin contained in the 
Psilocylx' Mexicana mushroom. 
Donald Goetz, former head of 
the Oregon Mycological Society, 
said the mushrooms definitely 
are Psiloc-y!)e. 
“They're 
a 
dung-gn»wing 
mushroom, which is why they 
look for them in the j)astures,” 
he said. 
“If you eat .30 or 40 of them 
you start to st*e colors and all 
sorts of things like that,” he 
said. “Me? Oh, no, but 1 talked 
to one young man who trii'd it.” 
However, Lt. Manuel l^)yes of 
the

Slate 
Crime 
laboratory said tests have 
turnc'd up no psihK'ybin in the 
mushr(M)ms. Ik' said he did not 
know 
what

“But if you drink a highball 
and eat a few of them, you can 
take a pretty good trip on the 
combination,” he said. 
i^)yi‘s said mushroom pickers 
have difficulty spotting the

wheth(‘r iiny fatal mistakes had 
been made. 
Goetz said the 
I^siloc-ybe 
mushrooms are on a slender 
stem about five inches tall. The 
cap is bell-shafx?d and has a 
nipple at the top. 


“There is a danger unless 
you’ve been instructed in how to 
tell the difference.” said Goc*tz. 
“The Psilocybe have a little 
nipple at the top of thc‘ cap so if 
you

generally all right.” 


You’re not all right if you 
make a mistake, said Dr. 
William Brady, Oregon State 
MKKlical examiner. Few pt'ople 
die 
from eating poisonous 
mushrooms, he said, but they 
gel \er> ill. 
He said eating poisonous 
mushrooms produces severe 
vomiting, diarrhea, mental im- 
biilant'e and cDnvulsions in two 
hours. A delayed reaction, six to 
12 hours, is one in which the 
liver and kidneys are directly

Area Serious Crime Up 114% Since 1970!

The number of serious crimes in southwestern Michigan has 


more than doubled in the past five years-'and almost half the 
people arrested for these crimes in 1974 were juveniles under the 
age of 17. 


Those statistics are included in a report prepared by the 


Southwestern Michigan Regional Planning commission as part of 
this area's comprehensive criminal justice plan 


According to the report, serious crimes reported in Bcrnen, Van 


Burcn and Cass counties rose from 7,765 in 1961) to 16,641 m 1974 — 
a 114 per cent increase 


The report also shows that in 1974 juveniles accounted for 45 2 


per cent of the arrests for serious crimes in the tri-county area 


In Bernen county, juvenile arrests amounted to 49 1 per cent of 


the total for serious crimes and in Benton Harbor 1u\emle ai rests 
acounted for 50.2 per cent of the total.

robbery; aggravated assault, negligent manslaughter, burglary, 
larceny and auto theft. 


Compared to 1973; the number of juvenile arrests rose 23.6 per 


cent in 1974 while adult arrests for the same crimes rose only 6.5 
per cent 


"This is a national trend," said senior criminal justice planner 


William Gebhardi who called the increasing involvement of 
.juveniles in serious crime one of the most "shocking or pressing" 
findings of the entire report. 


Gebhard, who prepared the report for the Region IV Crime 


Commission, pointed out that juveniles accounted for only 11.4 per 
cent of the .region's arrests for lesser offenses such as fraud, 
gambling, vandalism and violations of liquor and drug laws in 1974 
and only 21.5 per cent of arrests for all crimes. 


He also noted that.the overall 1974 increase of 13.6 per cent in 


tri-county arrests for serious crimes was recorded despite a 
decrease of 17.2 per cent in Benton Harbor, which has been clas- 
sified by the federal Law Enforcement Assistance Agency (LEAA) 


as a high crime incidence area. 


The number of serious crimes reported in Benton Harbor ac- 


tually increased 6.7 per cent during 1974. 


Gebhard.pointed out that only 13.8 per cent of the serious crimes 


in the region were "cleared" by an arrest last year and that less 
than one-fourth of all area crimes resulted in an arrest. 


Despite this fact, Gebhard said, "police already are arresting 


more people than the rest of the system can handle. The courts 
have a'bigger backlog of eases pending." 


The report shows that Circuit courts in Bcrricn, Van Burcn and 


Cass counties disposed of 4,369 cases witli or without trials during 
the 1973-74 fiscal year, but at the end of that period had 2,624 cases 
pending — 187 more than at the start of the fiscal year. 


Only 23.1 per cent of the cases commenced by the three circuit 


courts during 1973-74 were criminal or auto negligence cases while 
70.9 per cent were divorce or other civil actions. 


Jury trials accounted for only 3.5 pr cent of the cases disposed 


of in the region, but occupied 28.7 per cent of the courts' time. 


"There's not much we can do to change the courts — our hands 


are tied at the local level," Gebhard said. 


"Maybe we ought to create civil courts separate from criminal 


courts like some other states have done, but that would take more 
money. 


"It's a matter of what our priorities are going to be and how 


much people are willing to pay. That's really the bottom line of 
tliis thing." 


The report is the first part of the comprehensive plan that will 


be transmitted to the Michigan office of criminal justice to support 
grant applications of LEAA funding from agencies in this area 
during the 1977 fiscal year. 


The second part of the plan, which must be submitted by Jan. 2, 


1976, will designate specific programs recommended for funding 
and place then in a priority ranking. 


Fiscal year 1977 starts on July 1.1976, and will run for 15 months 


due to a change in the government's fiscal planning from July- 
June to October-September.

And almost all of them 
found something that needed attention.

\. Windshield washers and vvipi^s. Do they 
spray right? Do they wipe clean? 
r>. Bnikes. Push the pedal down. If it goes 
moi*e tliiin halfway to the il<H)r, that’s too far. 
And it should feel like it’s hitting something 
haixl. If it feels s|>ong>’, you might have air 
bubbles in the brake lines.

the antique bulldozer! 


"A farmer gave that bulldozer 


to a couple of our1 students," 
Curtiss said. "It was a real 
basket case. Why, the dozer was 
on the farm for so long that a 
tree was growing up through the 
middle of it. 


"But we went out and brought 


it back here. We are making 
progress because they had it 
firing the other day." 


Standing next to Curtiss is 


John- Schwetz, dean of instruc- 
tion at West Shore, a com- 
munity college of more than 
1,000 students with 70 of them 
being enrolled in the diesel and 
heavy equipment program.

SOl'TH BEND. Ind. (AP) -

Moriarity slipped off tackle and 
rambled 38 yards on the first 
play from scrimmage, it looked 
like the nation's bt'st football 
runnning attack was at it again. 
It may have been Moriarity’s 
RfKKl Irish name that momen­ 
tarily made the Notre Dame 
defense ii,morc its duties Satur­ 
day. But, whatever it was that 
let the junior fullback hxise, it 
didn’t last long. 
The mighty Tech wishbone 
had been leading the nation in 
rushing with an average of 37H.4 
yards a game. But it could only 
pick up five yards in its next 
three plays lx*fore stalling on 


the Notre Dame 47-yard line. 
The Irish wound up with a 24-3 
football victory after allowing 
Tech cross the ,")i)-yard line only 
two more times.
